C. Oct. 7— (AP).—A warning 
that the constitution and Ameri- 
can institutions must be pro- 
tected from foreign influences 
which would mean "destruction 
of the driving forces of equal 
opportunity" was .voiced today 
by President Hoover. 


At the same time the Chief 


Executive, standing within view 
of the Kings Mountain battle- 
field of the Revolutionary War, 
asserted that any practice of 
business which would lead to 
domination of the country by 
selfish interests also would mean 
a destruction of equality of op- 
portunity. 


"It is the first duty of those 


who believe in the American sys- 
tem," he said, "to maintain a 
knowledge of and a pride in it, 
not particularly because we need 
fear those foreign systems, but 
because we have need to sustain 
ours to purity and strength. 


"In the 
American system, 


through free alia universal edu- 
cation, we train the runners, we 
strive to give them an equal 
start, our government is the urn- 
Dire of its fairness. The winner 
s he who shows the most con- 
scientious training, the greatest 
ability, the strongest character. 


•Socialism or its violent broth- 


er, Bolshevism, would compel 
all the runners to end thejuce 
equally; it would hold the swift- 
est to the speed of the most 
backward.

THE R-101 CATASTROPHE 


The catastrophe that overtook the British diri- 


gible R-101 comes as an extremely unpleasant 
surprise to a world that had .just about accepted 
the lighter-than-air ship as the ultimate in 
aeronautical safety. 
"""just what caused the disaster is not yet clear; 
however, it seems evident that a gigantic en- 
velope filled with explosive, inflammable,gas is 
far from being the safest companion for p. trip 
through the skies. The margin of safety is not 
large. Perhaps, in the nature of things, it never 
can be. 


Of course, experimentation in a new form of 


"transportation is bound to be attended with 
many terrible accidents, and the tragedy of the 
R-101 may be just another hard-bought lesson 
about the perils of dirigible travel, like the acci- 
dent to the Shenandoah; yet we had thought 
that those lessons had mostly been learned. 
These new aerial giants.were supposed to be im- 
mune from such sudden catastrophes. 


Whether or not this accident will set back the 


movement toward commercial transportation by 
dirigible is a question that only time can answer. 
Its effect on public sentiment is apt to toe bad. 
Before this kind of transportation can establish 
tself it must convince people of its absolute 
safety, and much work now will have to be -done 
all -over again. 


However, there are two things to be remem- 


>ered in this connection. In the.first place, the 


R-101 was severely criticized by competent aerial 
experts long before the disaster. /Even before 
she took the air she was called obsolete. She 
was the largest airship -afloat,-but she was far 
from being recognized as the -best. 


m .the second place, the R-101 used dangerous 


hydrogen gas; and the fire that destroyed her 
is simply one more proof that the non-explosive 
helium is the only gas lor big dirigibles to use in 
safety. Explosion and fire are almost nonexis- 
tent perils in a heliurn-filled ship; and it is worth 
remembering that the American dirigibles use 
helium exclusively. 


The tragedy of the R-101 was deplorable; but 


it need not be a fatal blow to dirigible -develop- 
ment.

This program, together with two hours of -tennis-played on 


-Saturday afternoon, made it almost impossible lor me to get out 
of -bed this morning. I understood for the first time the Psabniaic 
iphrase:' "My bones wax -old." - 


The services at the Church Of the Holy iSepulcher were more 


like a-three-ring circus *ha a worship Tn-ogram. Three services 
were in grogress Simultaneously — the Coptics on the north side, 
the Greek Orthodox on the south, and the Latins in the east. It 
was a literal Babel — Latin, Greek and Arabic, together with the 
clanging of bells, the shuffling -of heavy-soled shoes on -stone 
floors, and 'the patter of the people with the priests who were not 
officiating. 
I was the only one dn the audience at the Coptic; 


service;', about twenty-eight were 4n the Greek 'service, and ap- 
proximately 'the same number in the Latin service. Moving quietly 
about the building were ttie omnipresent British soldiers to pre- 
vent any riot, 


Our -Lord was always gentle in word as wen as in deed. The 


New Testament contains no intimation that He ever engaged in 
any showy, noisy -service. As I sat in -an obscure nook of the, 
church where I could -see and hear an the services '(-because they 
were not in separate rooms with closed doors, T could not restrain 
the thought that our Lord must be terribly grieved "by the shout- 
ing, clamor and quarreling about His tomb. The joker-of the situ- 
ation 3s that there is grave doubt whether it is really His tomb. 
Excavations 'have shown that at the time 'of Jesus the city wall 
inclosed the area now occupied by the church, and inasmuch as 
no Jew was'ever 'buried within the city wall, His tomb could not 
have been here. 


One visit to the church provides -one or the reasods for 'the 


prevalence of disease. As the worshipers come in they kneel and 
kiss the Stone of Unction (on which the body of'Christ was placed; 
after being taken from the cross); then they pass to the chapel 
of the -sepulchet, where one must almost crawl to enter. There 
is a sealed stone coffin — not a sepulcher with a stone door as 
described by the New Testament. The worshipers kiss 'the upper 
stone of this vault. 
There are also stones marking the place 


where the crosses were placed — another where Mary Magdalene 
stood — another marking the center of the -earth, and so on, ad 
infmitum. When one has kissed all these stones he has exposed 


'that himself to all the germs in circulation. 


I do not know, -nor does -any one else, where the tomb is. It 


may -be beneath the brow of Gordon's Calvary, or it may be'else- 
where. 
Certainly it is not in the traditional site within the 


church. A wise providence has hidden it -from the world in order 
that we might worship a Living Christ, not an empty tomb. 


The ten o'clock service at the Cathedral of St. 'George was the 


typical High :GWurch Episcopal service. There 'were exactly thirty- 
two present, two of whom were officiating clergymen, six -were in 
the choir, and one was organist. "There were no printed programs, 
but the 'hymn .numbers were placed -on a board "well toward the 
front of the church. When the congregation began to sing, I 
turned to the 'first number on the board, and though T did not 
know the tune, and the nvusicless words in the hymnal did not 
se'em to fit, I did the best I'could. -After we had sung what I 
thought were the 'three hymns posted in -the transcept, one -of the 
clergymen annouriced '$he -first nymn. The hymns the 'congrega- 
tion had been singing were not the ones on the board. This was 
error-nurriber 1.&86-since our arrival in Jerusalem. 


The,*nooniight trip to the temple area was'the -most -delightful 


•experience «f the day. On the rocks where once stood the -tower 
•off Aritonia -now stands a large Mohammedan school. The Presi- 
dent of •tile school very graciously admitted us to the roof where 
flowers and shrubs were growing in marvelous profusion. From 
this vantage point -we could look over, the. sleeping city, the 
temple -grounds and -the -Mount of Olives. 


Jerusalem looks 'better by moonlight than at any other time. 


'One cannot see thfen the dirt and the rubbish in the streets, though 
the odors -are the same by night as by day. 


As we went along the Via Dolorosa toward the Mohammedan 


school, we heard the sound of .clapping hands 'and singing. A 
-turn in the street ISrpught us to a -point where we could witness 
the 'beginning of a wedding march. More than a hundred men 
and boys were/conducting a bridegroom to the home of-the bride. 
Some -bore lanterns from long poles. Others -had -crude -drums on 
which they were pounding. A friend -interpreted the song for .us. 
"Here is the gentleman -of the eveWmg" — 'this was She theme. 
It is the modern' -equivalent of the ancient song: "Behold *the 
bridegroom cometh." The procession was led by 'a man sit/ting 
upon the -shoulders of another man. With" a craving cane and ,loud 
commands, he directed both the 'movement of the .procession "and 
the song. 


I remarked >abdut the sad countenance of the groom, who was 


supported by two gentlemen holding -his 'arms. X -was told that 
the sad countenance is a part of the etiquette of an Eastern wed- 
ding. Thfe honor is <betag conferred on the 'bride. The groom 
must not appear joyous.

Two ' Indianapolis 
"tough 


guys," both colored and their 
combined ages 18, and both with 
admitted criminal records long- 
er than they are, were plucked 
from atop an eastbqund Grey- 
hound, bus, where they had 
stowed away, last night by Sher- 
iff Ray Compton and Patrol- 
man Walter Garrison. 


The boys, Frank Cooper, 10,

apolis, and Carroll Brewton, 8, 
732 Indiana avenue, were taken 
to an East Eighth street resi- 
dence for the night and will be 
turned over to Indianapolis ju- 
venile authorities this morning.

There are leaks, however, in

The' fate of the Shenandoah is 


a remarkable example of the 
safety assured by the use of he- 
lium as lifting gas. Although 
this ship was broken asunder 
by the storm, it .did not. catch 
fire/ Only the men'in the con- 
trol car and in the engine cars, 
which were slung 'down apart 
from the airship proper, lost 
their lives by falling with the 
heavy masses in which they 
were caught. Those who hap- 
pened to be within the airship 
itself maneuvered the fore and 
aft sections as two free balloons 
and landed safety. 


While Lieutenant Settle places 


the burning or explosion of 
such a helium-inflated ship as- 
the Akron in the realm o^'defin- 
ite impossibility, he further says 
it would be almost imppssible 
for the ship to break apart in a 
sudden heavy storm. The reason 
for this is the'ship's unusually 
sturdy construction. 


The Akron is being, built so 


strongly that, its designers say, 
it will be able to buck a storm 
that has an upward velocity,of 
60 feet a second, while . it f is 
moving ahead at its maximum 
speed of more than 80 miles an 
hour. A storm of that: velocity 
is far beyond the most severe 
ever encountered. 


Thus,. rigidly built and with 


non-inflammable helium as -its 
lifting, gas, the Akron and its 
successor, the ZRS-5* wu\be al- 
most 101 percent safe. Safety
